The effect of expired air upon anim al 
life is the subject of an interesting a r ti­ 
cle 
in The 
Medical 
Rtvord by Dr. 
George F. Bhrady, its editor. “ We need 
not, ” says l)r. Bhrady, “ emphasize the 
evil effects of what is usually called bad 
ventilation. 
It is 
perhaps true that 
acute diseases are not to he traced to 
the same, but it may be safely stated 
that there is a distinct deterioration of 
vital forces in those who are constantly 
subjected to the impure atmosphere of 
badly ventilated rooms. 
The cause of 
the sick ening 
sensation which comes 
over us upon entering an atmosphere 
contaminated with many breaths or of 
the gradual deterioration of the vital 
forces which follows confinement in such 
an atmosphere is not k nown. 
For a 
num ber of years prior to ISSN the view- 
prevailed that the discomfort and d a n­ 
ger to health and life in badly ventilat­ 
ed rooms w ere largely due to organic 
matters contained in the air expired, 
and that the increase in carbonic acid 
due to respiration has bur little effect in 
producing the bad results. 
Recently, 
nowever, several 
experimenters 
have 
j 
concluded that the organic matters in 
the exhaled breath are not harmful, at 
least to animals. ” 
Referring to recent experiments on 
the subject, Dr. Shrady says: “ The re­ 
sults justify the conclusion that the dis- 
j 
comfort felt m crowded, ill ventilated 
rooms is not due to excessive carbonic 
acid or 
to bacteria or in most cases ! 
to dusts of any k ind, but is in reality 
due to excessive temperature and un- j 
pleasant odors. 
N othing in these ex- j 
periments shows the cause of the un­ 
pleasant, musty odor of an unventilated 
room, and attention is called to the 
curious fact that eases o

tie* words “ to perform m arriages,” and 
so forth. 
Each clergyman m ade a wry face as 
ho contemplated his battered license, 
and each silently vowed to exhibit it 
only in case of dire peril of a $‘20 fine. 
But both blessed the ingenuity of the 
official tha t could transform a document 
which portends so much evil for the 
race, according to their views, into an 
instrument with power to give such 
happiness.— New York Tribune.

AN IM PR ESSIVE S IG H T. 


The R em arkable Demonutrttlon M» « le Ev ­ 
ery Friday by the J ew* In J eruHalem. 
The J ewish population in J erusalem 
is said to be About 12,000, and it ia 
steadily increasing. I entered two of the 
sy nagogues, but their dirtiness, poverty , 
and bareness, and the absence of beauty 
and taste iu tiieir decoration, formed a 
great contrast to both Christian and 
Mohammedan edifices. 
The J ews, how­ 
ever, make one most remarkable dem­ 
onstration in J erusalem every week. On 
Friday ev ening , just before the beg in­ 
ning of the J ewish Sabbath, they repair 
iu great numbers to a spot facing a 
piece of the old wall, and there bewail 
the fato that has overtaken the Holy 
City . The “ w ailers,” as they are some­ 
what rudely called by Eng lish visitors, 
include J ews of every class and every 
age. 
Home I saw wore rich and costly 
gaberdines, and others the same gar­ 
ment of more common material. 
There 
were J ews of nearly every nationality , 
including Russia and Poland, and many 
of them wore the lovelock which iH i>e- 
cnliar to the children of the tribe of 
Benjamin. 
A more impressive and pathetic sig ht 
it would hi impossible to imagine. The 
whole company stand with their faces to 
the wall, and they chant, not together, 
but each one for himself or herself, a 
litany of lament over the fate of the 
C ity of David. The litany is in Hebrew, 
and every one present had with him the 
Hebrew* pray er book. There is no unison 
or harmony iu this recitation of sorrow 
and humiliation. Each one as he arrives 
begins to deliver liis lamentation, bend­ 
ing frequently to the wall, which he be­ 
lieves to be a remnant of the old city . 
While the “ w ailing ” is at its height, 
one hears a general, confused, but pene­ 
trating note of woe. 
Of the intense sin­ 
cerity of this weekly service there can 
be no doubt. 
Many of those who take 
part in it are deeply moved. 
Horne of 
the men and nearly all the women (for 
women also tako part in it) were shed­ 
ding tears. 
The Turks, no doubt, v iew 
the performance with complacent scorn, 
but 111 its combination of patriotism and 
religion it affords a striking testimony 
of the v itality of the J ewish race.— 
Statesman.

Good thing any way , for it seems 
to have sold the edition. * * * I do not 
think it is possible to hav e fewer illu­ 
sions than I. 
1 sometimes wish I had 
more. They are amusing . 
Rut I cannot 
tako my self seriously as an artist. 
The 
limitations are so obv ious.” 
it is not often one finds a popular an­ 
ther writing in such a strain— an au­ 
thor, too, whom there seemed a general 
conspiracy among the reviewers to spoil.

A few drops « f blood, a bit of 
tissue, a little perspiration brought un­ 
der the ey e of this mag ic assistant w ill 
tell him at once tho cause and progress 
of the disease. 
And it is not alone the 
phy sician who benefits by this know l­ 
edge. 
The farmer, the v iney ardist, the 
dairy man, the stock raiser, tho cultiv a­ 
tor of tho silkworm and the enthusiast 
on bees are alike indebted to tho dis­ 
coverer of the germ orig in of disease 
for inev itable aids in their business. 
A 
necessity of tho near future is an im ­ 
provement 
in 
microscopes 
and their 
cheapening, so that knowledg e of germs 
may become more widespread. 
Every 
township should have its bacteriologist 
and its microscopic equipment.

that is so important to hum anity .—

of cold. 
The water which is being con­ 
verted into ice now beg ins to expand, 
creating a pressure upon the unfrozen 
water below.
